Security Counc resolutions 242 
and 338. 

But Israeli officials have not been 
fully reassured. The Saunders testi- 
mony, the most comprehensive U.S. 
statement made in many years on 
the Palestinian problem, and the 
failure by Washington to veto last 
week's Security Council resolution 
calling for a debate next month on 
the Palestinian question, have wor- 
ried Israeli officials. 

Meanwhile, the “Washington Post" 
reported yesterday, in a dispatch 
from Beirut, that the PLO was al- 
ready signalling an easing of Its po- 
sition, ‘Under Soviet pressure,” the 
report said, “the PLO appears to 
have come closer than ever before 
to signalling its willingness to re- 
cognize Israel's right to exist.” 

The newspaper said that the Bei- 
rut and Damascus diplomatic com- 
munities were “abuzz with renewed 
talk of a major breakthrough in 
Middle East peace negotiationa” be- 
cause of the language of the Soviet- 
PLO jomt comm ending PLO 
leader Yasser Arafat’s recent visit 
to Moscow.

Prime Minister Yitzhak bin 
said on Friday that Israeli will 
have to undermine the right of the 
UN General Assembly ‘to 
judgement on us” because we t 
find justice there in the foreseeable 
future.

The main points of consensus 
among Jews everywhere, he contiiu- 
ed, are the belief that Zionism is the 
national liberation movement of the 
Jewish People, that Jews have an 
undeniable right to Israel, and that 
Jews are committed to peace.

MASUDIYA (Sehastia). — Prime

According to an unconfirmed re-

would physically resist eviction. 

Mr. Sharon visited here on Fri- 
day and conferred with Gush Emu- 
nim leaders; he then left to meet 
with Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 
Other visitors over the weekend 
were the O/C Central Commander, 
and Social Welfare Minister Zvulun 
Hammer who supports the settle- 
ment attempt. 

Yesterday morning, security 
forces prevented ἃ possible clash 
when they headed off a procession 
of youths who had set out from 
the Arab village of Sebastia for 
the railway station carrying ban- 
ners protesting the settlement at- 
tempt. The youths were escorted 
back to thelr village. In Nablus, 
high school students who tried to 
organise Street demonstrations 
against the settlement quickly re- 
entered ‘their schools when security 
forces came on the scene. 


BLOCKADE EASED

It was estimated that some 300 
Lebanese were kidnapped yesterday 
at flying roadblocks set up by the 
religious and political factions. 

Many of those idlled were executed 
by rival religious groups in an orgy 
of reprisals apparently started by the 
discovery of the bodies of five dead 
members of the Phalangist party. 
Police sources said some people were 
taken from their offices and then 
shot, others were stopped in their 
cars at roadblocks and then shot in 
cold blood, or taken from thelr jobs 
in Beirut port to be executed. 

In an unusual move, Syrian Pre- 
sident Hafez Assad yesterday con- 
ferred in Damascus with the leader 
of the powerful right-wing Christian 
Phalange party, Sheikh Pierre Je. 
mayyel, reportedly in a bid to evade 
renewed warfare between the various 
religious and political factions in 
Lebanon. 

The Phalangists have recently 
agreed with Moslem Premier Rashid 
Karami to introduce moderate 
constitutional reforms which would 
give Moslems more power in govern- 


ment along with Christians, now a 
40 per cent minority. The Phalangists 
however insisted on restricting the 
radical left and restoring state autho- 
rity in Lebanon's 15 refugee camps 
which are under exclusive PLO con- 
trol. 

There was no explanation from 
Beirut on the cause of yesterday's 
sudden upsurge in hostilities which 
followed an overnight exchange of 
rockets and mortars in Beirut's 
neighbourhood, especially between 
the Christian village of Kahaleh and 
the nearby Druse village of Aley 
which sympathizes with leftist leader 
Kamal Junblatt. 

But the Phalangist Party blamed 
the incidents on the “agents of evil 
and devils of sedition who are de- 
termined to keep the country in 
the whirlpool of anarchy and inter- 
fighting. .. These lackeys and de- 
vils are connected with sabotage, 
not related to patriotism, but to 
hostile quarters.” 

Beirut radio last night said that 
most streets were unsafe and caution- 
ed citizens to stay indoors until 
snipers suddenly took to the streets, 
leading to the clogure of shops and 
banks which have been functioning 

under the city’s shaky 
cease-fire—the 12th in nine weeks. 

Roadblocks were reported to have 
been set up on the Beirut-Damascus 
highway, bringing traffic between 
the two capitals to a standstill. 

In eastern Lebanon, 55 kms. from 
Beirut, Christian militiamen of 
Zahleh traded rockets and mortars 
overnight with the nelghbouring 
Moslem village of Saad Nayel. The 
army closed ail roads to the area to 
civilians. 

In the northern port city of Tripoli, 
a bomb was hurled from a speeding 
car at an Anglican church on Friday 
night, causing heavy damage, 2 police 
spokesman said. It was the fourth 
bomb attack on a church in the city. 
since Christian gunmen burned a 
truckload of Korans for days ago. 


Vinogradov sees Hussein 
over talks in Geneva

The Soviet chief representative 
to the Geneva Middle East con- 
ference, Vladimir Vinogradov, yes- 
terday conferred in Amman with 
King Hussein on the possibility of 
reconvening the Geneva talks fol- 
lowing next month’s debate on the 
Middle East at the UN Security 
Council. 

King Hussein was understood to 
have joined Syria in insisting that 
the Palestine Liberation Organize- 
tion be invited to the Geneva talks 
which are co-chaired by the U.S. 
and the Soviet Union. The PLO 
will attend the Security Council's 
Middle East debate on January 12. 

Vinogradov arrived in Amman on 
Friday after visiting Damascus 
where he held talks wih Syrian 
President Assad and Foreign Min- 
ister Khaddam. It was not clear 
whether Vinogradov would go on 
to Cairo with which the Kremlin 
is currently at οὐδ over Middle 
East policy. 

Meanwhile, the Syrian President 
ig expected to visit Amman within 
a few days to demonstrate soli-

Jerusalem was again alive with 
rumours over the weekend that 
Simha Dinitz, the Ambassador to 
Washington, would soon be replaced. 
Dinitz’s three-year term ends on 
March 1 and the word in know- 
ledgeable circles is that it may not 
be extended. 

Top ministers are understood to 
feel that Dinitz became overly close 
to Secretary of State Kissinger, 
failing to cultivate other key figures 
in the U.S. Administration. Thus, it 
is said, Dinitz neglected President 
Ford's close aide, Donald Rumsfeld, 
while he was White House chief of 
staff, and now that he has been 
made Defence Secretary, Israel has 
no close access to him. 

Dinitz is also blamed for know- 
ing nothing of the recent Saunders 
paper on U.S. Palestinian policy 
before it was publicized by Saunders 


in his Congressional testimony. 

‘Most recently Dinitz unwisely ieft 
Washington for the West Coast and 
Hawaii on UJA engagements just 
wher the UNDOF mandate crisis 
was coming to a head. He is thus 
held in part to blame for the un- 
expected American failure to veto 
the Syrian-PLO move at the Sec- 
urity Council linked to the mandate 
extension. ἢ 

Some political observers, however, 
feel that the Government will in 
effect use Dinitz as a scapegoat and 
put the blame on his head for the 
steadily adverse shift im U.S. 
Mideast policy. These observers 
maintain that this shift was ob- 
jectively unavoidable, or that if Is- 
rael did have any influence, this 
would have been exercised through 
basic policy planning rather than 
through execution at the embassy 
level.

Hillel defends police 
handling of protest 


The police decided on disciplinary 
trials for two policemen following 
complaints by participants in an 
a@nti-Kissinger demonstration last 
August. This was reported on Fri- 
day by Police Minister Shlomo 
Hillel to the Knesset Interior Com- 
mittee, which was heari recom.

Na- 
tional insurance for house- 
wives, full legal rights for children 
Dorn out of wedlock, independent 
income tax returns, and the Equal- 
izing Wages Bill, were among her 
achievements. 

She was greatly concerned with 
advancing the rights of Arab women 
in Israel and it was due to her 
untiring efforts that definite progress 
has been achieved in this direction.

“If by virtue of auy arrange- 
ments or treaties there should be 
deliveries to our country of foreign 
equipment and technology,” said 
Marcos, “we seek arrangements and 
understandings wherein we shall 
also build our capability so that in 
the future this will render obsolete 


and unnecessary further and future ; 


deliveries of military aid to our 
people.”

In @ welcoming speech at Manila 
airport, President Marcos had told 
Ford the Philippines “considers the 
U.S. its strongest ally (and) it will 
so remain for a long time to come.”

REYKJAVIK. — 4 Eritish tug- 
boat deliberately rammed an Ice. 
landic gunboat yesterday morning 
after the gunboat cut the trawl wires 
of an illegally fishing British traw- 
ler, the Icelandic coast guard 
charged. 

The escalation of the North At- 
lantic “cod war" came when the 
1,800-ton tugboat Euroman steam- 
ed into the gunboat Thor about 
65 kms. east of Iceland, inside the 
island nation's 325 kms. fishing 
Umit. 

The Thor was damaged in the 
crash, officials said. There were no 
casualties. 

There were two British navy fri- 
gates in the area when the ramming 
occurred, they said. 

Commander Nick Kettlewell, cap- 
tain of the naval frigate Brighton, 
said that after the confrontation, 
the Thor threatened to open fire un- 
less British trawler-protecting ves- 
sels kept away from it. 

The Icelandic coast-guard said the 
Thor was pursued by four British 
ships for more than three hours of 
high-seas manoeuvring before an 
AUantic gale brought visibility, down 
to nil and ended the chase. 

Despite the protection of Royal 
Navy ships, Icelandic gunboats have 
cut the wires of 11 trawlers since 
the new fishing limit was declared 
last October. The Icelandic coast 
guard sald about 50 British traw- 
Jers are presently fishing within the 
limit, 

Teeland has threatened to resign 
from Nato and to-close the Ameri- 
can military base at Keflavik un- 
Jess British warships leave its 
waters immediately. Negotiations 
between the two countries broke 
down on November 15. 

In Pitreavie, Scotland, a Royal 
Navy spokesman called the inci- 
dent “a collision” instead of a ram~- 
ming. 

The navy gave this version of 
the incident: 

“The Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries tug Euroman (1,182 tons) 
was today involved in a collision 
with the Icelandic coast guard ves- 
sel Thor (920 tons) ag the Icelandic 
vessel turned across the bows of 
the tug. : 

“Euroman was carrying out her 
duties in protecting the British 
fishing vessels operating off Glet- 
tinganes to the northeast of Ice- 
land when Thor steamed across her 
bows and the collision occurred. 

“Thor suffered some damage to 
the port side of her flight deck. 

“Thor had made nine unsuccess- 
ful attempts to cut trawls and only 
succeeded In cutting one warp of 
the trawler Northern Reward, which 
is not believed to have lost any 
gear,” the navy statement said.

Paris moves clumsily 
against army unrest

THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT has 
decided to crack down on a small but 
growing core of members of the arm- 
ed forces — both career officers and 
conscripts of other ranks — who are 
demanding the same political and 
trade union rights as civilians. 

In a country which has been at 
peace since 1961, when General de 
Gaulle recognised Algeria's in- 
dependence aiter seven years of 
bloodshed, the drudgery of army life 
is hard to justify in terms of a perma- 
nent threat from an enemy besieging 
the nation’s borders. The few young 
French soldiers who have heard a 
shot fired In anger, are veterans of a 
fruitless campaign to fortify the now 
defunct regime of Chad's President 
Tombalbaye, who was killed in 8 
coup @’etat last year. 

The nearest experience to active 
service is a tour of duty guarding 
France's nuclear test bases in the 
Pacific, the West Indian colonies or 
Dfibouti. The nuclear striking force, 
composed of supersonic Mirage IV 
‘bombers, atom-powered submarines 
and missiles buried in the Alpine 
foothills, are the linchpin of national 
defence. The “‘nukes‘‘ get the lion's 
share of the defence budget, as well 
as the brightest recruits. 

The other military units are gnaw- 
ed by the feeling of being under- 
privileged. The influx of a constant 
flow of youngsters, reluctant con- 
scripts hired for 12 months of square- 
bashing, compounds the discontent of 
those who signed on in the hope of 
serving their country and making a 
worthy and satisfying career. 

In a bid to curb these mutinous 
Tumblings, the French Government. 
ordered the arrest last weekend of 15 
conscripts, who were charged with 
“attempting to damage the army’s 
morale."' They could face up to 10 
years’ imprisonment after trial by 
the State Security Court with 
military officers outnumbering 
eivilian judges on the bench. The 
arrests followed the announcement 
by soldiers garrisoned at Besancon, 
near the Swiss border, and Cazaux, 
near Bordeaux, that they were set- 

_ting up ἃ “regimental trade union." 

Defence Minister Yvon Bourges 
said that pamphlets distributed by 
members of the French Socialist Par- 
ty outside the Gare de Lest, the 
railway station from which French 
soldiers travel to thelr garrisons in 
West Germany, confirmed that a plot 


was being hatched to undermine the 
army's loyalty. The Minister said the 
pamphiets could be linked to the 
arrival in France of Portuguese 
soldiers in civillan dress whose mis- 
sion was to foment revolt among the 
armed forces. 


Prime Minister Jacques Chirac 
also accused the Socialist Party of 
masterminding efforts to subvert the 
army. These charges provoked 
Socialist Party First Secretary Fran- 
cois Mitterrand into replying that the 
Socialists were not advocating trade 
unionism within the forces but the 
creation of committees which would 
supervise and seek to improve ser- 
vice conditions. Mitterrand, who is a 
former barrister, said: “If hands are 
‘laid on Socialist militants against 
whom no reproach can be made, then 
I could be seized by the urge to don 
my lawyer's gown again.” 

The disarray of the Government is 
obvious from the clumsy way in 
which it has lumped together the 
French Socialist Party, Communist- 
inspired ese soldiers and the 
international left as instigators of the 
current wave of uneasiness in the 
forces. The authorities are probably 
less alarmed by the disaffection of 
the conscripts than by the catalogue 
of complaints drafted by a dozen of- 
ficers and NCO who, understandably, 
prefer to remain anonymous. 

Using as their mouth piece a left- 
wing movement called “I.D.S." (Infor- 
mation for Soldiers Rigifts), they call! 
for an end to “ghetto-like military in- 
stitutions and separation from 
civilian life." They also demand the 
right to freedom of expression and 
association. The officers and NCOs 
conclude by saying: ‘‘This naturally 
means trade union rights for all 
soldiers, both conscripts and 
volunteers.” 

Many Frenchmen who are fer from 
being anti-militarist feel that the present 
erisis could have been avoided if the 
Government had acted as swiftly to 
improve the lot of the serving soldier 
— who still earns a fraction of the 
minimum civilian wage — as in try- 
ing to stifie his criticiam.

Moluceans resent Indonesian rule 


AMSTERDAM, —- The South Mo- 
luecan terrorists holding dezens of 
hostages in the Netherlands want 
independence for their native East 
Indies Islands. 

In 1949, the isiands became part 
Of the Indonesian Republic, which 
was formed after centuries of Dutch 
rule, 

Until then the South Moluccans 
had been firm supporters of the 
Dutch. But independence campaign- 
ers resented their islands being gob- 
bled up into the new republic and 
claimed they had been betrayed by 
Dutch uuthorities. They said the 
Dutch had previously promised them 
their own nation. 

When the republic was formed 
Many came to the Netherlands. They 
lived first in camps and slowly 
blended into Dutch Life. Some 40,000 
Ssuth Moluccans now reside in the 
Netherlands. Many are descendants 
of Bast Indian and African slaves. 
Most are of small stature, dark 
ecomplexioned and strongly built. 

The cold ambition to form an in- 
dependent Moluccan state has been 
kept alive over the years. Younger 
elements among the nationhood seek- 
ers include many radicals prepared 


to use violence.

Senate passes bill 
to save N.Y. City 


WASHINGTON. The Senate 
early yesterday approved President 
Ford's plan to save New York City 
from financial default by a vote 
of 57 to 30 after a marathon 14- 
hour session. 

The bill, authorising $2,300m. in 
federal loans to the city in each 
of the next three years, now goes 
to Ford for his signature. The 
House of Representatives narrowly 
approved the bill by 213 votes to 
203 last Tuesday.

* Only one company in 10 felt it was 
not making full use af productive 
potential owing to lack of demand. 
One firm in five could not fully utilize 
available equipment because of a 
shortage of labour. Two companies in 
five could not cope with current de- 
mand for their products. 


« Competition from imported 
products was more acutely felt on 
ready-made goods than on semi- 
finished products, i.e. more on goods 
for final consumption than on those 
sold for industrial use, which account 
for the bulk of our manufactured im- 
ports. This difference may he traced 
to the fact that semi-finished 


products and equipment manufac- 
tured here are largely adjusted to the 
Particular requirements of local 
customers. 

© Most of the manufacturers hardly 
cared about the quality or price of 
imports competing with their 
Products. Three in four of the 
Managers questioned did not know 
the final price (to the consumer) of 
the alternative product. One in three 
admitted he did not even know what 
import tariff was applied to it, and 
most of the rest knew only ap- 
Proximately.

In 
most cases local manufacturers 
operate in a virtually captive 
market. The dominance of single 
firms in home production is 
strengthened by their command of at 
least a share of the ‘“‘competing”’ im- 
ports. 

The official lip service to ‘‘ex- 
posure” and effective competition, 
therefore, has a hollow ring. In prac- 
tice our industry is as protected now 
as it was years ago. Indeed, 
Progressive devaluation, coupled 
with massive subsidies, tends to 
reduce the impact of foreign competi- 
Yon.

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An arrest without a warrant 


The High Court of Justice made ab- 
solute an order nisi calling upon the 
Minister of Police and others to show 
cause why the petitioner should not 
be released from detention and dis- 
charged an order nisi calling upon 
the Minister of Police and others to 
show cause why the petitioner should 
not be required to come to the 
Tiberias police-station for question- 
ing instead of the Ramat Gan police 
station and why he should not be 
questioned by δ police officer other 
than Pakad Yigal Ankori. 

The petitioner, Yitschak Degani, 
who was suspected by the police of 
assisting a father to defy a court 
order requiring him to return his 
child to its mother, was issued with a 
summons by the police at his home in 
Tiberias to come to the Ramat Gan 
Police station for questioning. He 
thereupon petitioned the High Court 
of Justice for an order nisi calling 
upon the police to show cause why he 
should not be questioned in Tiberias 
and, alternatively, if this were im- 
possible why he should not be 
questioned by someone other than 
Pakad Yigal Ankori who, he claimed, 
was hostile to him, and why his fare 
to Ramat Gan should not be paid by 
the State. Before the High Court 
could hear the petition, the petitioner 
was arrested by the police without a 
warrant and he thereupon included in 
his petition a request that he be im- 
mediately released, as his arrest was 
unlawful. At the. hearing of the peti- 
tion, in the presence of a represen- 
tative of the Attorney General, the 
High Court ordered the petitioner's 
immediate release and reserved 
their reasons for this decision. 

Section 3 of the Criminal Procedure 
(Arrests and Searches) Ordinance, 
(New Version), provides that: “A 
police officer mey arrest a person 


without warrant if... (2) he ‘has’ 


reasonable grounds for believing 
such person to have committed a 
felony; (3) such person has com- 
mitted in his presence, or has recent~- 
ly committed, an offence punishable 
with... imprisonment for a period ex- 
ceeding six months..."" 

Section 2 lays down that: "Where a 
police officer has reasonable grounds 
for believing a person to have com- 
mitted an offence, he may require 
such person to furnish him with his 
name and address and may also re- 
quire such person to accompany him 
to a police station.” 


BEASONED DECISION 

Justice Shamgar, who delivered 
the main opinion of the High Court, 
first considered the legality of the 
petitioner’s arrest. ‘The petitioner, he 
noted, had been arrested on suspicion 
of aiding someone to disobey a court 
order contrary to section 158 of the 
Criminal Code Ordinance — that is on 
suspicion of having committed a mis- 
demenour punishable with imprison- 
ment for two years. The Attorney 
General's representative had claim- 
ed, he noted further, that the order to 
arrest the petitioner, issued by 
Pakad Ankori had been based on sec- 
tion 3 (8) of the Criminal Code 
(Arrests and Searches) Ordinance, 
and that the policeman who had 
arrested him had acted on behalf of 
Pakad Ankori. The question to be 
considered, therefore, he continued, 
was whether Pakad Ankori bad been 
entitied to arrest the petitioner 
without a warrant. 

Justice Shamger then went on to in- 
terpret the provisions of Jaw regar- 
ding arrests without warrants, with

up the loca] faw with respect to such 
arrests as follows: When a policeman 
has reasonable cause for suspicion 
that ἃ person has committed 2 felony, 
he is entitled to take that person into 
custody without a warrant of arrest 
even if the felony were not committed 
in his presence or shortly before the 
arrest took place. Also, a policeman 
may arrest without a warrant a per- 
son who has committed a mis- 
demeanour punishable with more 
than six months imprisonment as 
long as the misdemeanour was ac- 
tually committed in his presence or 
had been committed a few hours 
previously, this being the meaning of 
“recently” in section 3 (3) of the 
Ordinance. On the other hand, he 
continued, a police officer who has 
reasonable grounds for believing a 
person to have committed any kind of 
offence, whether it be a felony, mis- 
demeanour or contravention, may re- 
quire such person to furnish him with 
his fame and address and also to ac- 
company him to a police station, even 
if the offence were not committed in 
his presence, or recently; and if the 
suspect should refuse to accompany 
the police officer to a police station, 
then he would be entitled to arrest 
him without a warrant. Once a per- 
soh has been arrested without a 
warrant, Justice Shamgar pointed 
out further, then he must elther be 
brought before a judge forthwith or 
handed over to an officer in charge of 
a police-station to decide whether to 
detain him in custody or release him 
on bail. 
Uniawful 


Turning to the merits of the case 
under consideration, Justice 
Shamgar noted that Pakad Ankori 
had sought to arrest the petitioner on 
suspicion of having assisted a person 
to disobey a court order eight days 
previous to his arrest. In other words, 
he stressed, the police officer had 
sought to arrest a person without a 
warrant for a misdemeanour which 
had not been committed in his 
presence or “recently"' — that is 
within a matter of hours — and that 
was manifestly unlawful. What the 
police officer should have done, he 
continued, was either to have applied 
tothe court for a warrant of arrest, or 
invited the petitioner to come to a 
police station for questioning or sent 
ἃ policeman to ask him to accompany 
him to the police station for question- 
ing. By arresting the petitioner un- 


lawfully he did not thereby disqualify 
himself from using any of these op- 
tions in the future, he pointed out, but 
because the arrest was unlawful the 
High Court had ordered that the 
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petitioner be released immediately 
an the day he was arrested. 

Justice Shamgar then went on to 
add, before completing that part of 
his decision relevant to the 
petitioner's arrest, that it would 
appear that the petitioner had not 
deen Informed when he was detained 
of the cause for his detention and for 
this reason he wished to reiterate 
what had already been held in the 
past by the Supreme Court: that is, 
that @ policeman who arrests a per- 
son without a warrant is in duty 
bound to inform that person on what 
grounds he is arresting him (see also 
Cr. A. 40/56, P.D. 10/978). 

Turning next to the petitioner's 
complaint against having been sum- 
monsed for questioning at the Ramat 
Gan police station, instead of the 
Tiberias police-station, Justice 
Shamegar held that there was nothing 
in any provision of law which re- 
quires a person to comply with a 
summons to appear in a police sta- 
tion for questioning, either in the 
capacity of a witness or of a suspect. 
(A lacuna which, he noted, the 
legislature might well see fit to con- 
sider). In the case of a suspect, 
however, section 2 of the Criminal 
Procedure (Arrests and Searches) 
Ordinance does provide that a police 
officer may require ἃ suspect to ac- 
company him to a police station for 
questioning and if he refuses to do so 
may arrest: him -without a warrant. 

Furthermore, continued Justice 
Shamgar, if a person elects to pre- 
sent himself at a police station for 
questioning, then he has no vested 
right to refuse to be questioned by 
any particular police officer as long 
as that officer is competent to ques- 
tion him under section 2 of the 
Criminal Procedure (Evidence) Or- 
dinance. Nor, concluded Justice 
Shamgar, is there anything in any 
law which entitles a person who is in- 
vited for questioning in a criminal 
matter to have his fares paid in the 
event he elects to accept the invita- 
Hon. 

‘There was, therefore, no cause for 
making any other part of the order 
nisi, save that referring to the 
petitioner's arrest, absolute.

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THE REAL ANSWER 


THE SCEPTICISM shared by a large number of delegates at 
the opening of the Jerusalem Conference of Jewish Solidarity 
apparently gave way to some guarded optimism about & POs. 
sible action programme at Friday's closing of the Jewish sum- 
mit. There was initial criticism that the delegates had not 
been confronted with target figures and specific projects that 
would have to be implemented in practical terms by each 
Jewish community. Some delegates had thought that the con- 
ference was not representative enough and evolved around the 
same established Jewish lesdership which can be seen here at 
every international Jewish or Zionist gathering. Where were 
the Jewish Nobel Prize winners and intellectuals who are world 
renowned figures, it was asked. 

But given the short time available to the small team of 
organizers, the actual choice was between holding a hastily- 
prepared conference now, a meeting that might catapult Jewish 
leaders abroad into immediate action, or postponing any public 
Jewish world reaction to the anti-Zionist onslaught for several 
months. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin and Acting Jewish Agency 
Chairman Arye Dulzin, who initiated the Jewish solidarity 
conference, did the right thing in listening to the criticism - 
and setting out steps to be taken immediately in the wake of 
the committees’ recommendations. What emerges is that 1976 
is likely to become a year of large-scale Jewish pilgrimage to 
Israel for instance. This will be partly in the form of mass- 
participation American Jewish conferences to be held here and 
also in conjunction with next year's Independence Day, which 
is to be proclaimed as Jewish Solidarity Day all over the world. 
There are also projects afoot to bolster Jewish investment 
here and to encourage purchase of Israel-made products by 
Jews abroad. 

One can derive additional encouragement from the decision 
ot the American Conservative movement to join the Zionist 
movement next year, thus following the Reform movement's 
example. The decision by the American Jewish Committee to 
hold its board of governors meeting for the first time in Israel, 
next February, is another breakthrough in Israel-Jewish soli- 
darity. 

One thing however lacking so far is an immediate under- 
taking by American Jewry, Israel's most powerful partner in 
the Diaspora, to effect aliya of say at least several thousand 
youngsters who would take upon themselves specific settlement 
projects. For the real answer to Israel's enemies is in 2 pro- 
gramme of action that would strengthen the Jewish State 
where it is most needed — in the field of immigration. 


A disease called violence 


THERE is a disease in the country and it is called violence. 
Yesterday it showed itself on a Rehovot football field in the 
most grotesque way. But it is not confined to such fields. Nor 
does it inhabit only far corners of our national life. 

Yesterday's murder was not a sudden and isolated effulgence 
of perverted passion. It was the logical fulfilment of the 
terror, aggression, and not-so-latent criminality which has en- 
veloped football in this country. Football players fear to play, 
referees fear to judge, and the police are unable and un- 
willing to try to curb the mayhem. ὦ 

The eyewitness accounts of yesterday's incident suggest that 
the knifing of the Rehovot player, if not previously planned, 
was the direct result of an advance preparedness by a large 
group of crazed fans to storm the field and attack players. 

Social disorder of this kind cannot be corrected by pious 
appeals to good sportmanship, just as the generalized violence 
from which it stems cannot be curbed by commissions of in- 
quiry. 

There must first of all be a reordering of priorities at Cabi- 
net level in which as much attention is given to our domestic 
forms of violence and terror as is given to the terror that 
would seek to destroy us from without. And the means to 
strike back and suppress it must be made available with a no 
lesser sense of urgency.

THE KNESSET MEMBERS 
who visited the United States 
recently, as guests of Congress, 
and were exhilarated at the 
welcome which their counter- 
parts gave them, found in con- 
trast, that their meetings with 
fellow-Jews and fellow-Israelis 
were sometimes problematic. 

Alignment MK Yitzhak Ben- 
Aharon said in his colourful way, 
about the two days of meetings 
with the community in New- 
York, that ‘‘the Jewish part of 
the delegation’s programme did 
not click." 

At the meetings in New York, 
traditional pageantry was ab- 
sent and “Hatikva."’ wasn't sung. 
No inspirational rallies had been 
arranged, at which the MKs 
raight have stirred emotional 
Jewish audiences with their 
speeches, and drawn pledges of 
support for Israel's causes. 

Instead, and perhaps by 
design, the MKs were given a 
glimpse of the problematic 
realities of Diaspora life in the 
United States. 

In these encounters the 
Knesset Members met perplex- 
ed people. They also realised 
that the broad spectrum of opi- 
nion within their own delegation, 
over Israeli and Jewish issues, 
was magnified still further, in 
the fragmented Diaspora. 

Some of the older Jewish 
leaders seemed in a quandary. 
They did not hold a genuine 
dialogue with the delegation. 
They may conceivably have 
been loth to do so. They admitted 
holding views on a range of 
topics. They did not voice them. 

It has sometimes been 
suggested that the U.S. Jewish 
community feels inhibited in the 
expression of its opinions, 
because of the presence of 
Israeli missions on its soil. It bas 
been suggested that Jewish 
figures would voice independent 
views about the Arab boycott, 
for instance, about the interim 
agreement with Egypt, aliya 
promotion, economic invest- 
ment policies, and many more, 
if they did not feel so inhibited. 

Be that as it may, the older 
generation in the U.S. seems 
reluctant to get out of step with 
official Israeli thinking. The in- 
hibitions, which prevent fruitful 
mutual contact and cause 
monologues rather than 
dialogues, leave Israeli. and 
Diaspora leaders disatisfied.
